Development, ine. (hereinafler 
Interstate’) owns approximate- 
ly 36 acres,:of Albany Hill upon 
which it proposes to develop a 
planned residential complex con- 
sisting of rental unifs and/or 
condominium units together with 
limited commercial development. 
Pursuant to Conditional Use Per- 
mit No. 20 issued by the Albany 
City Council on November 13, 
1972, only 12 of the 36 acres will 
be used for buildings, the other 
24 acres being committed to per- 
petual open space. According to 
its Site Master Plan submitted to 
the City of Albany, the develop- 
ment ‘‘consists of twenty-five 
hundred dwelling units, clustered 
in buildings from two to twenty- 
five stories in height, constructed 
on a landscaped community plaza. 
Utilizing a partial building plan— 
element concept—the buildings 
and enclosed parking facilities 
are constructed in the lower flat 
portions of the site along the 
frontage road.” 

A substantial portion of the 
area to be used for the develop- 
ment is a_ partially excavated 
portion at the lower, almost flat 
area of Albany Hill. The past 
excavation occurred when the site 
was used to provide fill for the 
development of Golden Gate 
Fields, a horse racing track situ- 
ated across Interstate 80 from 
Albany Hill. 

In order for the development 
to proceed, it was necessary for 
the developer to secure certain 
permits from and make certain 
commitments to the City of AL 
bany. Extensive public hearings 
were held in regard to these mat- 
ters and all interested citizenry 
in the surrounding metropolitan 
area were given numerous oppor- 
tunities to be heard and, in fact, 
did present a wide variety of 
views during the course of such 
public hearings. 

Interstate prepared extensive 
studies with respect to the pro- 
ject, examining in depth all the 
wide variety of problems con- 
nected therewith. The City of 
Albany caused to have prepared 
an Environmental Impact Report, 
and having in mind all of the 
environmental considerations ap- 
proved the proposed development. 

Said Conditional Use Permit 
No. 20 provides for 2,500 resi- 
dential units of a condominium 
or rental nature, together with 
limited commercial development. 
One of the conditions of this Use 
Permit is a requirement that the 
property be rezoned as provided 
in Zoning Ordinance RZ-14, which 
ordinance was introduced at the 
Albany City Council meeting on 
November 20, 1972, finally adopt- 
ed on November 27, 1972, and be- 
came effective thirty (30) days 
thereafter on December 27, 1972. 

Interstate has agreed, concur- 
rent with the issuance of the first 
construction permit, to deed to 
the City of Albany a two-acre 
parcel at the top of Albany Hill 
for an overlook park, and to pay 
the sum of $600,000 for the acqui- 
sition by the City or it of addi- 
tional property adjacent to the 
two-acre parce] so that the over- 
look park can be expanded be- 
yond the initial two-acre parcel. 

On March 19, 1973, the Albany 
City Council granted to Inter- 
state an excavation permit which 
allowed Interstate to begin ex- 
cavation activities on 4 acres of 
the 12 acre development site, such 
excavation being in the flat area 
of Albany Hill that had formerly 
been excavated for fill for Golden 
Gate Fields. Interstate has com- 
menced its excavation work pur- 
suant to the excavation permit 
which was issued.
